‘The Chancellor asserted that the 
greater part of the Italian people and 
a,majority of the italian Parliament 
had not wanted war and were even 
kept in ignorance of the extent of the 
cop¢essions which Austria-Hungary was 
willing to make for the sake of peace. 

The Salandra Cabinet, he said, long 
before the triple alliance, had ceased to 
exist, aligned itself with the triple en- 
tente and unchained the mob spirit and 
intimidated the advocates of peace.

“T have not endeavored to deny that 
Italy may be right in resenting the Aus- 
trian attitude in the past. Germanv 
often» has thought that Austria was 
making a mistake by annoying Italy 
with pin pricks, instead of reaching a 
settiement of her differences. 

“I think Italy undoubtedly is wrong 
in having allowed a noisy minority to 
impose war without sufficient reason. 
Even if she attains in the end what she 
demands, she will not get much mo-ea 
than is offered by Austria. 


“Behind everything is England, who 
wishes to accomplish her aims with the 
blood of other countries. England tries 
to involve Greece, but the wisdom of 
the King and the patriotism of the 
people prevent. Rumania also so far 
has resisted all temptations and it is 
a fact that Portugal has never ée- 
clared war. 


“When I first came here Italy and 
Austria were very far apart. I 
labored to bring them together I be- 
lieve that impartial observers will ad. 
mit that Austria went further than 
Italy. 

“T was hopeful of success and it :s 
to be noted that some of the most 
prominent Italian politicians, including 
Signor Giolitti, were firmly convince] 
that Italy's participation in the war 
could be avoided by obtaining conces- 
sions from Austria. It should have 
been understood, however, that it was 
Impossible to deprive the central em- 
pires of Trieste, their only outlet to 
the Adriatic. 

“In the middle of May the situation 
for an Italo-Austrian understanding was 
favorable, but the resignation of the 
Salandra ministry was followed by tur- 
bulent damages in the most impertant 
cities of the kingdom, and the intimi- 
dation of Senators and Deputies by the 
populace. The result was the deciara- 
tion of war.”

SUBMARINE SUNK 


Rome Admits Loss of Turbine, 
but Says Damage to Austrian 
Fleet Was Greater. 


ROME, via Paris, May 2.—It is offi- 
clally announced that an Austrian suo- 
marine boat was sunk by Italian tor- 
pedo beats in an engagement Thurs- 
day. 

A communication issued by the Itallar 
Ministry of Marine gives the following 


| details of naval losses by Austrian and 


Italy up to the present: 

“On May 2%, the Austrian torpedo boat 
S20, Naving approached the canal at 
Porto Corsini, was so seriously dam- 
aged by the fire from our masked bat- 
teries that she was forced to be con- 
voyed to Pola. The torpedc boat de- 
stroyer Scharfschutze, which was oper- 
ating with S2 also was damaged, suf- 
fering the loss of many of her crew. 
She called the scout ship Novara to her 
assistance, which also was struck sé€Vv- 
eral times, and also had several of her 
crew killed, including an officer. 


Naval Squadron Arrives. 

“The destroyer Ozehel, which is of 
the same type as the Tatra, also suf- 
fered severe losses, due to the arrival 
of our naval squadron during the action 
commenced against the destroyers. 

“The above news has been confirmel 
by enemy communications which were 
intercepted by us. We believe, although 
no confirmation of it has yet been re- 
ceived, that the Austrian destroyer Hel- 
goland suffered severely in the action 
against one vf our ships, as she was 
seen listing heavily and was convoyed 
from the scene of action by another de- 
stroyer. 

“After the preceding brilliant action, 
we regret exceedingly to announce the 
loss of our destroyer Turbine. She was 
built in 1991 and was ef approximately 
330 tons. During the morning of May 
°%4, while on a tour of reconnaissance 
she sighted an enemy destroyer and 
gave chase. The chase lasted half an 
hour, when four other enemy war ves- 
sels appeared, including the cruiser 
The Turbine immediately 
turned to return to her naval base, but 
was struck twice in her boilers; thus 
reducing her speed. 

Crew Jumps Overboard. 

“She continued the battle for about 
half an hour, although fire had broken 
out aboard, and there was a lack of 
munitions. Then the commander ordered 
the water intake valves opened, in 
order to avold capture. The Turbine 
commenced to sink, with all her men 
gathered at the stern, the enemy keep- 
ing up their fire all the while. 

‘The commander, who had been 
wounded at the beginning of the bat- 
tle, ordered his men to jump overboari. 
As soon as the Austrians saw the man- 
euver, they launched smal! boats, in or. 
der to save as many of the men as 
possible. Meanwhile, the squadron to 
which the Turbine belonged, was seen 
approaching on the horizon, and the en- 
emy left the small boats in the water 
and departed. 

“Our squadron fired several times at 
the retreating enemy vessels, and an 
enemy ship of the same type of the 
Tatra, and also the cruiser Helgoland 
appeared to have been struck. 

‘Nine men of the Turbine were saved 
by our fleet. From Austrian communi- 
cations we learn that 3% more were 
picked up by the Austrians, including 
the commander. 

“The port commander of Venice gives 
further details concerning the opera- 
tions of the Italian torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Zeffiro at Porto Buso. He con- 
firms that the ship entered the port by 
surprise, bombarded the barracks, and 
destroyed the wharves and auto boats. 
A First Lieutenant of Hungarian in- 
fantry named -Yohamartin, after hoist- 
ing the white flag, boarded the Zeffiro 
with his men, and handed his sword to 
the commander of the destroyer. 

“Navy dirigible M2 flew over Sebe- 
nico (Dalmatia), yesterday and threw 
bombs, which hit several torpedo boat 
destroyers belonging to a group an- 
chored at the mouth of the river. The 
dirigible was violently bombarded, but 
was not hit, and returned undamaged.”

BACK UP MEXICO 
WARNING FIRMLY 


Administration Officials Say 
He Will Take Any Steps 
Necessary if Leaders of 
Factions Themselves Fail 
to End Turmoil in South- 
ern Republic. 


STATEMENT TO BE 
ISSUED TUESDAY 


Executive Writes It Himself 
After Publishing Appeal 
for Aid Through Red Cross 
for Starving Mexican Pop- 
ulation. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—President 
Wilson's forthcoming statement on 
the Mexican situation will contain a 
detailed review of conditions and 
serve a warning on the factional 
leaders, that the United States wil! 
insist on an improvement of the in- 
ternal situation. 

While officials refused today to 
discuss what alternative the Presi- 
dent has in mind, it was broadly in- 
timated that the administration is 
determined to take such steps as may 
be necessary. 

The statement has been written by 
the President himself on his typewriter 
in his study, and is said to contain about 
16 words. It will be forwardei tw the 
various Mexican leaders through Ameri- 
can agents. It is said to be based on 
the conclusion that conditions in Mexico 
have come to such a state that the 
United States, as the Southern repubh- 
lic’s “next friend,’ must see to it that 
there is a change. 

Arms Embargo Considered. 

An embargo on the exportation of 
arms from the United States is under- 
‘stood to have "been considered. The re- 
port to President Wilson by Duval West. 
who recently returned from Mexico, is 
said to have pictured the apparent in- 
ability of any faction to get command 
of the situation. 

The President, it was understood to- 
day, did not determine on his course as 
the result of West's report alone, but 
took those facts in connection with much 
other data that has been coming to him 
for months. 

American Red Cross suppliec for the 
famine sufferers are said to be con- 
centrateG in three Government wuare- 
houses «t Galveston, Laredo and El 
l’aso.

Discussion of the possibility of inter- 
vention is heard again as the result of 
the new turn in Mexican affairs. 

The President's decision to Issue a 
warning to the Mexican factions was 
revealed in an appeal issued as head of 
the Red Cross urging contributions to 
relieve destitute people of Mexico. 

After conferring with Duval West 
just back from Mexico, President Wil- 
son declared last Tuesday that there 
would be no change in his Mexican 
policy. More recent events, however, 
brought about his determination to act. 
These include the seizure by Carranza 
authorities of large quantities of corn 
purchased by the International Relief 
Committee, and the inability of the 
authorities at Vera Cruz and Mexico 
City to provide transportation for sup- 
plies to succor the ever increasing bread 
line. 

Ne One Faction to Be Favored. 

It was said that the present action 
was not intended to assist one of the 
warring factions in Mexico at the ex- 
pense of another, but to demand, in ef- 
fect, that they reach a prompt solution 
of their troubles or at least provide 
for the sustenance of the starving pop- 
viation. 

After the President had issued his ap- 
peal for ald for the people of Mexico 
the White House gave out the fuvllowing 
forma) statement: 

When the President's appeal for 
aid for the Mexicans was issued it 
was also stated at the executive of- 
fices that a statement from the 
President on the present situation in 
Mexico might be expected within the 
next few days. 

This statement has been prepared and 
will be issued after the Cabinet meet- 
ing next Tuesday and then communi- 
cated to the leaders of all the Mexican 
factions. 

Appeal of the President. 

The President's appeal, addressed 
to the public, was as follows: 

The American people. with char- 
acteristic generosity and an impar- 
tial spirit of brotherhood with all 
nations, have contributed liberally 
for the relief of the appalling suf- 
ferings caused by the unprecedented 
war in Europe. 

There now has arisen a condition 
of equally great suffering and need 
Close to our own borders. Due to 
several years of interna! disturbance.

only food suppiies can save them from 
death.” 

High officials in the adminstration to- 
duy referred to the President's forth- 
ceming pronouncement as not meaning 
iomediate intervantion, ard they em- 
pinasized the word ‘“‘immodiate.”” The 
inipression in executive quarters was that 
one purpose would be to place responsi- 
L:lity for the present state of affairs 
sGuarely upon the military ele:nents in 
th+* southern republic, which have over- 
run the country an‘, 1uppropriated its 
food supply or prevented the tilling of the 
soil.

while the relief work of the American 
fed Cross is undertaken in earnest. 


Official denied reports that Great Brit- 
ain through her embassy here had been 
exerting pressure for the relief of con- 
ditions in Mexico. It was pointed out. 
however, that Duval West, after spend- 
ing three months making an investiga- 
tion of conditions in Mexico was under- 
stood to have brought back information 
tending to show that none of the lead- 
ers had sufficient capacity to dominate 
the situation, and to have suggested 
that the United States must compel a 
settlement. The idea that by relieving 
distressed conditions among: the popu- 
lace the influence of the United States 
Government upon the warring factions 
would increase, is said to have been 
one of West's arguments. 

His reports were of a decidediy pes- 
eimistic character concerning the eco- 
nomic as well as political conditions. 
He found that most of the crops were 
failures, that the land had not been 
tilled and that the food supply was 
diminishing alarmingly. 

Arms and Ammunition Scarce. 

Moreover, he is said to have reported 
that no military development could be 
expected to bring immediate relief, be- 
cause of the scarcity of arms and am- 
munition brought about by the sale of 
large quantities to Europe by American 
manufacturers. The great hope of the 
American Government now, it is said, is 
that its influence on the situation wil! 
be such as to bring about a coalition 
of the best elements to set up a pro- 
visional government which may be rec- 
ognized. 

The conditions in Mexico have al- 
most disiodged the European problem 
from the President's mind since last 
Monday night, when West gave him 
his first-hand report on conditions. Witn 
the exception of Paul Fuller, wh» 
went to Mexico last year, West is the 
first man sent to the country by the 
administration wi., nad a comprehen- 
sive understanding of the Mexican 
character and the peculiar racial ten- 
dencies of the mixea population.

Advertised.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 2.—Cnhair-

called a meeting of the committee in 
Jefferson City next Wednesday, to hear 
any explanations which Warden D. C. 
McClung may have to make regarding 
the charges in the report of expert ac- 
countants published exclusively in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. 

It is expected that Warden McClung 
will be the only witness heard Wednes- 
day, although the members of the com- 
mittee will be prepared to stay in Jef- 
ferson City the remainder of the week tu 
hear any witnesses the committee may 
decide to call. 

Warden McClung this morning rétused 
to discuss the report. He said he would 
have nothing to say. 

The report reveals that two Colonels 
on Gov. Major's personal military staff 
were fortunate in getting large contracts 
with the penitentiary. The meat con- 
tract, the largest item in expenditures 
for supplies, went to Armour & Co., 
whose representative in dealing with 
State officials is Col. Phil Mullen of 
Kansas City. 

Rumsey Company Got Contract. 

Plumbing supplies for a new cell build- 
ing, whfch is in course of construction, 
went to the Rumsey Manufacturing Co., 
of which Col. Horace S. Rumsey, of the 
Governor's staff, is vice president. This 
amounted to $17,955. 

The expert accountants reported that 
although they made a careful investi- 
gation of the penitentiary records, they 
could not find that pdids for plumbing 
and other supplies were advertised ac- 
cording to law. They said they found 
a $17,9%5 bid from the Rumsey company; 
but that they could find no other bids 
for the work. There were no rejected 
bids on file, the accountants reported. 

The meat contract for the fiscal year 
ending in September, 1914, which was 
obtained by Col. Mullen, was at higher 
prices than were bia by packing com- 
panies which are competitors of Ar- 
mour & Co. The accountants submitted 
extracts from the bids, published in 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch, showing that 
Armour & Co. bid from one-third of a 
cent to more than 1 cent a pound higher 
than other packers. 

Favors Independent Board. 

Col. Mullen is one of the _ regular 
Colonels. He first was appointed by 
Gov. Lon V. Stephens and has been colo- 
ning ever since, having been reappointed 
by Gov. Dockery, Gov. Folk, Gov. Had- 
ley and Gov. Major. For a time during 
the Hadley administration Col. Mullen 
did not succeed in getting the meat con- 
tract for Armour & Co. 

Chairman Farris told a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter that in his opinion the report 
of the expert accountants was a more 
severe arraignment “f the Board of In- 
spectors than of the Warden. He said 
that it apparently showed that the in- 
spectors have neglected to exercise prop- 
er supervision over the penitentiary. 

“The report makes clear,’’ he said, 
“that we must have an independent 
board to govern the penitentiary, a 
board not composed of men holding 
other State offices.”’ 

lnder the present law the board is 
composed of the Attorney-General, the 
State Auditor and the State Treasurer. 

Through an error in transmission, 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday said 
that the accountants’ report stated 
that Warden McClung kept 19 cows 
on the penitentiary farm.

French Air Pilot Tells of Thrill- 
ing Battle With German 
Machine. 


PARIS, May 2%.—Aviator Lieut ves 
Buelow, believed to be a relative 
Prince von Buelow, the former German 
Imperial Chancellor, was killed near 
Fismes, according to the Matin, in an 
air duel with a French aeroplane be- 
longing to the newly formed Rapid 
Squadron M. 8S. 12 The French pilot, 
describing the battle, said: 
“Wednesday morning I saw an Al 
batross machine coming from the Ger 
man lines headed for Paris, and I gave 
chase. He was 8000 feet up. I went up 
to 9000 feet, rapidly overhauling him, 
and the fight began. We were now less 
than thirty feet from the Albatross,“ but 
we were under such headway that we 
overshot him and I got a bullet in the 
shoulder, but it didn't prevent me from 
continuing the chase. 

“The Germans tried to escape by drop- 
ping. but I flew over them again. Ap- 
parently one of them was wounded, 
Suddenly my Lieutenant got in a volley 
at point blank range and the Albatross 
tipped forward, shooting nose down- 
wards 6000 feet to the earth. We “o)- 
lowed them with our eyes. When’ the 
machine struck the earth it seemed to 
crumble into a ball and bounded al 
the hillside like a wounded rabbit rot: 
ning. We followed them down, descend- 
ing in spirals. The pilot lay some yards 
away, where he had been thrown out, 
while the observer was crushed under 
the engine. In one of his pockets we 
found a paper bearing the name Lieut. 
von Buelow, Imperial Guards, Berlin. 
We found in the wrecked aeroplane 10 
large bombs and # granades.”’—

GOVERNOR 10 FREE 
OKLAHOMA WOMEN 
NOW IN. PRISOR 


Executive Declares Penitentiary 
Is no Place for Them and Is 
Arranging for Paroles. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., May %— 


Gov. Williams wants the women out of 


the penitentiary, because he thinks |it 


is not a fit place for them. There mav 
be exceptional cases, he says, when im- 
prisonment will bring good results, but 
he has virtually promised to parole all 
women who have friends to vouch for 
their good behavior. 

The Governor's declaration was made 
while commenting upon the cases 0* 
several women now confined in the pen- 
itentiary, and especially in the cuse of 
Mrs. Alverta Gentry, who was  sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for the 
murder of her husband. 

“The penitentiary is no proper place 
for a woman,’’ said the Governor, ‘‘and 
I do not want any woman to remain 
there, except in rare cases, when she 
has relatives or friends who will cars 
for her and keep her out of trouble. 
When I receive such assurances from 
responsible persons I am constrained 
to grant paroles. 

“Of course there are a few excep- 
tions. but as a rule I want the women 
out of the penitentiary. They are 3 
charge upon the State and a burden (0 
the taxpayers. As a general thing, 
women.do not commit crimes unless in- 
duced or driven thereto by bad hus- 
bands or other circumstances that 
bring about a condition that is not nor- 
mal. 

“Usually it is not necessary to keep 
women in the penitentiary, and I am 
going to parole those who have friends 
to vouch for them.”’

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“Pappy” Smith of Composing 
Room Celebrates Anniversary 


of Beginning of Service. 


TELLS OF THE 


Set Editorials Written by Late 
Joseph Pulitzer by Hand; 
Difficult to Read. 


William M. Smith of 5163 Von Versen 
avenue, oldest employe, in point of serv- 
ice, in the Post-Dispatch composing 
room, where he has long been known 4s 
“Pappy” Smith, observed today the 
thirty-fifth anniversary of his connec- 
tion with the Post-Dispatch. 

May 29, 188), Mr. Smith, then 24 yeare 
old, went to work in the Post-Dispatch 
office at 11l1-North Broadway. He had 
previously been a compositor in small- 
town printing officen Since then, ex- 
cept for a few months’ illness, his con- 
nection with the paper has been prac- 
tically continuous. 

The Post-Dispatch office in which he 
went to work's) years ago Was a two- 
story establishment, with the counting 
room and presses on the first floor and 
the editorial and composing rooms up 
stairs. The late Joseph Pulitzer, found- 
er of the Post-Dispatch, was then in 
active control of all departments of the 
paper, and Mr. Smith saw much of him 
It was before the days of typesetting 
machines and before typewriters were in 
general use. Mr. Pulitzer wrote the edi- 
torials for the Post-Dispatch by hand, 
and the printer who set them had tv 
keep in close touch with him. 


Writing Hard to Read. 
“Mr. Pulitzer’s editorials always said 


something, and said it well,’’ said Mr. 
Smith today, “but they were a tough 
problem for the printer. He wrote one 
of the worst hands Ll ever saw, and he 
took very little care with punctuation 
znd capitalization, usualiy leaving tl-ese 
matters wholly to the printer. I made 
a study of nis copy, and learned to han- 
dle it more rapidly than the _ ether 
printers, so it became my work to set 
the editorials, and to make up the edi- 
terial page—the latter work I have done 
ever since. 

“Mr. Pulitzer, although not seemingly 
careful about the original form of his 
copy, Was very particular about the way 
it got into the paper, and he would 
mark the proofs of his editorial matter 
until, often, it would have to be prac- 
tically reset. I have wished, many 
times, that | had saved a few of those 
proofs. 

“These proofs, with his many mark- 
ings, were complicated affairs. and he 
would come back and go over the proofs 
with me and make sure that I under- 
stood the corrections. While he was 
particular, and even exacting, vet he 
was always pleasant and gyod-humored 
in nis visits to the composing room, and 
he was a great favorite with the men. 

Tells of Last Meeting. 

‘He was so much liked, in fact, that 
when he went to New York in 1888, and 
we learned! that he had established the 
World there, we all had a feeling of re- 
gret, for we thought it would be the end 
of him ag a newspaper proprietor. We 
didn't believe it could be done. Later we 
were glad to see that we had been mis- 
taken. 

“T last saw Mr. Pulitzer when we were 
in the building at 513 Olive street, and 
when he came from New York for a 
visit. His evesight was failing at that 
time, but he recognized some of us who 
had been in the paper’s employ when he 
was here, and spoke very cordially.’’ 

When Mr. Smith first went to work for 
the Post-Dispatch the force of hand 
compositors numbered 12 to 14, and one 
man: set all the display advertising. The 
composing room force now numbers 
more than 100 men at work every day 
including the operators on 2% linotype 
machines and a considerable force of 
substitutes and extra men. 

From the Broadway home of 18 the 
Post-Dispatch moved successively to the 
Market street and Olive street build- 
ings and the paper's present home on 
Broadway. Removal to the new Post- 
Dispatch building, to be erected at the 
northeast corner of Twelfth and Olive 
streets, is set for January, 1917.

ROCKING THE EARTH. 
AN, especially scientific man, 
Mi becoming inordinately conceited 
with regard to his powers. Al- 
though he can’t break a drouth, his 
imagination is equal to the task of 
stopping the earth's rotation or chang- 
ing its axis. And that is what the un- 
known hero of “The Man Who Rocked 
the Earth,” a scientific romance by 
Arthur Train and Dr. Robert Williams 
Wood, did. The man who rocked the 
earth @i4 so, according to this story, to 
scare the nations into stopping the great 
war. The means he employed were elec- 
tricity and radium. It appears that he 
discovered how to cause radium to give 
up its energy instantaneously instead of 
very slowly, as it now does. This gave 
him a source of energy greater than 
that of any known explosive. He pro- 
jected that energy from a new tower 
similar to Tesla's or from a new kind of 
flying machine, and when the nations 
took his wireless warnings 4s the 
vagaries of a madman, he proceeded to 
blow up the Atlas Mountains, thereby 
letting the waters of the Mediterranean 
into the Sahara depression. Later, as 
this was ascribed to an earthquake, he 
performed other feats and got so angry 
at being disbelieved that he threatened

As action and reaction are equal in 
dvnamics, the push against the cliff 
would have been met with an equal push 
the other way, which would have over- 
thrown the Tesla Tower from which the 
energy proceeded, or vould have pushed 
the flying machine cff into boundless 
space, had it been used to cause the 
rocking.

The West End has Forest Park, with 1380 acres. 
The North End has Fairground Park, with 131, 
O'Fallon with 158 and Chain of Rocks with 301 
acres. 

The South End has Carondelet with 180, La- 
fayette with 80, Tower Grove with 266, Missouri 
Botanical Gardens with 50, Compton Hill Reser- 
voir with 40 acres.

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RACE PREJUDICE IN LABOR DISPUTE. 

Regardless of the questions of wages and hours 
of labor that may be involved, the waiters’ or- 
ganization that is picketing a St. Louis restau- 
rant is making a serious mistake in injecting 
race prejudice into the contest.

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EFFICIENCY NWOoMY. 
The Taxpayers’ Protective Association so unc- 
tiously and sweepingly approved the Board of Es- 
timates’ rejection of salary raising bills that one 
cannot help but infer the approval of a policy of 
keeping salaries at the lowest point as a matter 
of economy. 

No doubt the Board of Estimates cut out some 
useless and extravagant salary raises; but tne 
ow salary policy is not always true economy. It 
is not economy to keep salaries so low that com- 
petent men will not accept them. It is not true 
economy to lose men of proven competence and 
efficiency on account of inbufficient salaries. Ef- 
fiency is an essential part of economy. In many 
offices and departments the city needs experts and 
is in competition with private corporations for 
the services of valuable men. If the city refuses 
fair compensation it will have to put up with in- 
competents and inefficients whom no other em- 
ployer wants. There is no economy in this pol- 
icy—it is waste. Inefficiency never pays at any 
price. 
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A VICIOUS JITNEY BILL. 

Alderman Koenig's bill requiring a $10,000 in- 
demnity bond for each jitney car is a bill to sup- 
press the jitneys and confirm the United Rail- 
ways’ monopoly of city passenger traffic. No 
jitney car can earn its driver’s living, plus the 
cost of even a $2500 indemnity bond, and Koenig 
knows it. 

The jitneys should be regulated to make them 
safe and useful. Any attempt, such as this one, 
to further tighten the grip of the interlinked 
transportation monopolies that are choking 
down St. Louis’ growth is outrageous and intol- 
erable.

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TRUTH ABOUT THE MERAMEC. 

The letter published elsewhere defends the 
Meramec as a fairly safe stream and compares 
its dangers with those of the Fairground swim- 
ming pool, as shown by the record of persons 
saved by the lifeguards and the records of drown- 
ings in the waters of the Meramec. The com- 
parison may not be relied upon too much, how- 
ever, because it is possible that those who use 
the swimming pool are careless, knowing that 
the guards are at hand, while those who use 
the Meramec are, or ought to be, especially 
cautious, knowing the number of drownings there. 

The Meramec is as safe as any other stream 
of its size and conditions. It is comparatively 
safe to those who take reasonable precautions. 
To those ignorant of its character, or reckless in 
its use, it is a death trap. There are places 
where the current cannot be mastered by the best 
swimmer, and as with other rivers, in the slow 
reaches, stretches of deep and sticky mud and 
almost everywhere, ledges of rock, off which the 
bather can step suddenly into deep water. Like 
all swift streams, its waters are cold, and this 
means cramps in a shorter time than in a com- 
paratively warm lake or pool. 

Use the Meramec, by all means. But learn to 
swim, and then be cautious. Most of the drown- 
ings have been due to lack of caution. 
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ITS CHIEF SIGNIFICANCE. 
Whatever else it means, with respect to in- 
ternal affairs, the formation of the coalition

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A PLACE FOR MR. BACON. 

Robert Bacon, who was Secretary of State for 
a few weeks in Mr. Roosevelt’s Cabinet, tells the 
London correspondent of the Herald that “War 
between the United States and Germany is com- 
ing as surely as night follows the day.”’ 

Having decided this momentous question off- 
hand, Mr. Bacon ought to be happy, but he is 
not. There lurks in his mind the ghastly fear 
that President Wilson and his Cabinet, “who 
believe peace more priceless than honor,” will 
try to make the American people forget the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania. 

There is little danger of the American people 
forgetting the destruction of the Lusitania, and 
most of them are quite confident that President 
Wilson can be trusted to take care of the national 
honor. But if Mr. Bacon is so anxious for war 
with Germany, there is nothing to prevent his 
getting into the conflict at once. He need not 
walt upon the slow process of diplomacy. The 
French army has a Foreign Legion, made up 
mostly of ardent American sympathizers with the 
French cause.
